We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Barry P* Blolder for permission to oon-
fltruct, maintain and operate a drive-in gaeollne filling station upon property owned by him, the
some being a portion of Outlet 6, Division "1" of the Government Outlets adjoining the Original Olty
of Austin, Travis County, Texas, which property IB located at the northwest corner of the intersect*
Ion of Vest 13th Street and Vest Avenue within the Olty of Auetln, Travis Oounty, Tens, and we
hereby advise that the following conditions sxlsti

The property upon which this filling station Is to tie located Is designated as "0" Commercial
Use District, as shown upon the Zoning maps of the Olty of Auotln*

Storm water drainage facilities do not exist at the above location, therefore, It will be
necessary to 'concentrate the drainage of waste oils and water from this filling station Into a seep
well located upon the property of the applicant, or to construct a drainage system from the filling
station to the nearest city storm sewer or natural dralnageway*

The property upon which this filling station is to be located Is less than 100 feet from the
property upon which the Public High School of the Olty of Austin IB located*

We recommend that Barry P. Blokler be granted permission to construct, maintain and operate
a drive-In gaeollne filling station and to construct curbs, ramps and commercial driveways In con-
junction therewith, subject to the following conditions!

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed Inside of the property line, correct lines
to be obtained before conetruotlon starts or equipment le Installed* Lines and grades to be obtain*
ed from, the Olty laglneerlng Department for entrances and driveways, building lines to be approved
by the Olty Building Inspector* That the applicant shall confer with the Olty Inglneerlng Department
as to the future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent streets before he starts any
construction relative to the filling station*

(2) That all construction of the filling station Improvements shall be in accord with the
Building Ordinance, the Coning Ordinance, the rill lag Station Ordinance, and In accord with the
ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or oils upon the Olty streets*

(3) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste oils or water or any floor wash-
ings shall ever pass over the Olty sidewalk area and that all of said oils and water shall concentrat-
ed Into a combined grease and sand trap, which shall be constructed In accordance with our standard
plan 2-B-lW, and shall be conducted by a pipe connection from said sand trap to the nearest etom
sewer at the expense of the applicant, or shall be concentrated Into a seep well located upon the
